Article 31 , N ational Agreement 
of the National Association of Pro­ 
fessional Baseball Leagues, say s : 
“ On or before the 25th of Sep­ 
tember in each y ear, and prior to 
the ex piration of their play ers’ 
contract, the secretaries of leagues, 
parties hereto, entitled to the priv­ 
ilege of reservation, shall transm it 
to the secretary of the board a re­ 
serve list of play ers, not ex ceeding 
fourteen in number, then under 
contract with each of its several 
club members for the current sea- 
son, and in addition thereto a list 
of such play ers reserved in any 
prior annual reserve list who have 
refused to contract with such clubs 
and of all ineligible play ers. Such 
play ers, together w ith all others 
thereafter to 
be regularly con­ 
tracted w ith by such clubs (namely , 
whose releases have been secured 
by purchase or draft under this 
agreement for future services), are 
and shall be ineligible to contract 
with any other club of any league 
during the period of time between 
the term ination of the contracts 
and the beginning of the nex t sea­ 
son. 
The secretary of said board 
shall thereupon promulgate such 
lists, provided that no club shall
